The 1950 beaver trapping sea­ 
son, the first in the Upper Pen­ 
insula since 1945, will end at 12 
noon Sunday, April 9, and the 
conservation department will re­ 
ceive pelts for sealing 
through 
Monday at Escanaba, Gwinn and 
Marquette. 
Conservation headquarters of­ 
fice in Escanaba w ill be open all 
day Sunday as w ell as Monday to 
receive pelts for sealing. The law 
requires that all pelts be sealed 
by the state at a cost of $2 each 
before they can be 
offered 
for 
sale. 
The 
department 
recommends 
that trappers take the 
pelts 
for 
sealing to the place they received 
their trapping license. 
At Escanaba two or more pri­ 
vate buyers will be present to bid 
on the beaver pelts as they 
are 
brought in by the trappers. 
Poor trapping 
conditions 
this 
season is expected to r esu lt in a 
smaller crop. The prices on bea­ 
ver pelts this year are described 
as “low.” 
The snow has been deep in most 
Upper 
Peninsula 
localities 
all 
through the 
season 
and 
many 
back roads have been impassable.

Civic Groups Can Curb 
City Smoke Pollution 


CHICAGO— (SS.)— Air pollu­ 
tion from smoke and gaseous fum­ 
es is best 
prevented by 
active 
civic organizations, not by ordin­ 
ance, it was indicated here at the 
Midwest Power Conference held 
by the Illinois Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
Public groups and civic organ­ 
izations can point out to violating 
owners and managers of indus­ 
trial 
plants 
their 
displeasure 
with prevailing 
nuisances. 
This 
should secure prom pt action, the 
meeting was told by IL B. dam ­ 
mers, of„the Coal Producers Com­ 
mittee 
for 
Smoke 
Abatement, 
Cincinnati. The 
committee 
has 
made many studies of air pollu­ 
tion in various cities and outlined 
methods of abatement. 
No Two Cities Alike 
The committee, he stated, 
has 
not found any two cities exactly 
alike with regard to their air pol­ 
lution, problems. T he 
extent 
to 
which a city is bothered 
by 
air 
pollution 
depends 
upon 
many 
contributing factors. Much equip­ 
ment is frequently obsolete and 
overloaded; much is mechanical­ 
ly defective. Carelessness and in­ 
difference in operation contribute 
much to the pollution problem in 
most cities. Likewise, topography 
and weather, and the location and 
type of industry, are 
important 
factors. 
“At the outset,” Mr. Lammers 
stated, “it is 
well 
to 
recognize 
that all differences of opinion and 
all 
controversy 
relative 
to 
a 
‘smoke’ ordinance 
are 
basically 
economic. It can be assumed that 
no one desires unclean 
air; 
the 
question is, how clean an air can 
the community afford?” 
Good Judgment Needed 
One way would be to have all 
heat and power produced electri­ 
cally at one plant and distributed 
electrically. Steam could be dis­ 
tributed from 
one 
plant. 
Fuel 
could be gasified at one plant and 
distributed by 
pipe 
lines. 
Such 
centralized schemes are costly and 
are ordinarily not possible 
be­ 
cause of the cost. Economic com­ 
promises are necessary. The suc­ 
cess and life of the ordinance de­ 
pends upon the sagacity 
of 
the 
compromise, he stated.

To Marquette 


MARQUETTE, 
Mich., — M ar­ 
quette will be the port of destina­ 
tion of the 
world’s 
largest 
and 
fastest ore carrier when she makes 
her maiden voyage, it was learned 
today. 
The S. S. Wilfred 
Sykes, 
Fu- 
turamic vessel of the Inland Steel 
company, will lay 
anchor 
here, 
probably at the Presque Isle dock, 
on or about April 25. 
Elaborate plans are being draft­ 
ed for the official welcome of tho 
lingo streamlined freighter when 
she ties up here. 
The maiden 
voyage 
to 
Flar- 
quette will be the only time the 
gigantic ore carrier will put into 
port here during the 1950 ship­ 
ping season. 
It is expected that the already 
famous ship will dock about IO 
p. rn., and that she will be loaded 
that night with about 14.000 tons 
of ore from Inland Stec4 mines in 
the Ishpeming district. She will 
be ready for inspection the fol­ 
lowing day. 
It originally 
was 
hoped 
the 
Sykes would arrive in M arquette 
on April 18, but ice conditions in 
the upper lakes 
forced 
officials 
to schedule her visit at the later 
date. 
Designed for long hauls, it is 
unlikely' that the Svkes will docK 
frequently at Marquette even in 
future seasons. Site will be load­ 
ed as often as possible at the head 
of the lakes. 
The Sykes will come 
to 
M ar­ 
quette from Lorain, Ohio, where 
she has been since 
making 
test 
runs last fall. She will take her 
initial cargo from here to Indiana 
Harbor. 
Although her normal load will 
bo 20 000 tons, the big boat will 
take only 14,000 tons of ore from 
here on her “.shakedown cruise.” 
Actually', the Sykes has a capaci­ 
ty of 28.000 tons, 
but 
channels 
connecting the lakes are net deep 
enough to handle a load in ex­ 
cess of 20,000 tons.

Office Planned 


W ill Be Located 


In Marquette 


MARQUETTE, 
Mich—One 
of 
three Great Lakes field offices for 
fishery research will soon be es­ 
tablished in 
Flarquette 
by 
the 
Fish and Wildlife service of the 
Department of the Interior. 
This was disclosed 
today 
by 
Leo F. Erkkila, fishery research 
biologist who will be in charge 
of the unit here. He will be aided 
by at least two assistants, one of 
whom, Dr, Paul Eschmeyer, will 
be in charge of laboratory work 
connected with the project. 
Semi-Permanent Project 
Described as a semi-permanent 
project, the program will proba­ 
bly extend for at least three years 
and will include a survey of the 
sea lamprey invasion in Lake Su­ 
perior. 
“The 
field 
headquarters 
for 
Lake Superior will be set up 
as 
soon as space for a suitable oper­ 
ating base 
is 
located,” 
Erkkila 
said. Erkkila is now in Ann Arbor 
attending to details of the project 
and is expected to 
return 
here 
around the middle of the month 
to arrange for an office site. Ac­ 
tual operations will probably be­ 
gin in about 60 days. 
Fishermen Pleased 
Local 
commercial 
fishermen 
expressed pleasure on learning of 
the project, stating they had long 
sought such a study of Lake Su­ 
perior fishing conditions. Estab­ 
lishment of the project here will 
m ark the first time the 
Federal 
Government has undertaken such 
a program for Lake Superior. 
“The Flarquette field station,” 
Erkkila said, 
“will 
cover 
Lake 
Superior 
and 
streams 
in 
that 
drainage as well 
as 
waters 
of 
Lake Flichigan along the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Scope of Program 
“Initial work will 
begin 
this 
spring to determine w hat streams 
in the drainage are used by lam ­ 
preys for spawning and whether 
streams not used 
by 
lampreys 
are suitable for spawning. 
This 
survey will continue 
throughout 
the open w eather season anc! it is 
hoped that 
most 
of 
the 
likely 
streams entering Lake 
Superior 
will be covered. 
“In addition,” Erkkila continu­ 
ed, “the 
Flarquette 
office 
will 
make checks of the fisheries to 
determine incidence of 
scarring 
from lampreys, 
fishing 
patterns 
and fluctuations of fish 
popula­ 
tions. Collecting of life history in­ 
formation on lake trout, whitefish 
and herring are included in the 
research program with reference 
to spawning, hatching and growth 
feeding habits, early life and dis­ 
tribution of the young. Obtaining 
information 
on 
the 
biological 
characteristics of Lake 
Superior 
will also be an integral part of 
the program.” 
Cooperation Stressed 
The Fish and Wildlife service 
office will cooperate with the con­ 
servation agencies of 
the 
lake 
states and others interested in the 
fishery problems of 
the 
Great 
Lakes, the fishery expert said. 
A 60-foot boat, large enough to 
sleep eight men, will be used by 
the unit in connection 
w ith 
its 
scientific 
research. 
The 
vessel 
will be equipped with a 
labora­ 
tory. 
The other two field offices will 
be located at strategic lower lakes 
locations.

EW dust storm s sw eeping priceless top ­ 
soil off unprotected farm s in the w est­ 
ern Great Plains lend a fresh urgency to 
calls for conservation. 
A couple of years ago the nation saw 
quite a flurry of books deploring in alarm ­ 
ing tones the w asting of U. S. natural re­ 
sources, particularly our best soils. They 
caused a big stir for a w hile, and then an 
alm ost inevitable reaction.

gloom y mood of these books, 
sought 
to 
m inim ize the dangers. The fears w ere e x ­ 
aggerated, they said. 
A m erican scientific 
ingenuity w ould keep us all in foodstufis 
no m atter w hat happened to our topsoil. 
Som e cited ex p e rim en ts indicating rich 
crops m ight be grow n in the subsoil, the 
coarse layer lying b en eath the fine topsoil 
so often w ashed or blow n aw ay. They su g ­ 
gested, too, that the expanding chem ical 
age w ill turn up m a n y n ew soil-enriching 
ingredients to add to p rev e n t-d a y fertiliz­ 
ers. It w as even h in ted th at subsoils th u s 
built up w ould be b etter th an the best to p ­ 
soils. 
Y et the one thing all these rosy forecasts 
ignored w as how m uch these possibly p o ­ 
tent soil builders m ight cost. F a rm e rs to d ay 
are finding it ex p en siv e to 
doctor

lands w ith existing fertilizers on an in ­ 
creasing scale to offset m ineral depletion 
caused by heavy cultivation th ro u g h the 
w ar and postw ar period. T h e re ’s good r e a ­ 
son to believe any n ew enriching elem en ts 
m ight also prove costly.

The $100 figure assum es an am o u n t of 
$5.50 per capita retu rn ed to m unicipalities

$3 from gas and 
w eight taxes for each of the n ex t IO years. 
The inform ation also provides a sound and 
valid basis fo r the developm ent of m any 
governm ental policies. 
It is particularly im portant in this cen­ 
sus th a t Escanaba gets credited w ith every 
person to w hich it is entitled to claim as a 
resident. U nder a special new provision 
m ad e for the 1950 census Escanaba stu ­ 
dents attending colleges and universities in 
other cities w ill be credited to the college 
towns, not th e ir hom e town.

Most Timber 


Good Chance For 
Selective Cutting

W A SH IN G TO N — (N E A )— Forty 
; per cent of all rem aining U. S. 
; virgin tim ber is in the Northwest. 
T w en ty -fiv e per cent is in Oregon. 
This is the last big area in which 
1 there is a chance to practice sus- 
| tained yield forestry— cutting tim ­ 
ber no faster th an it grows. 
But 
there are com plications. 
The big 
I fight now is over road rights-of- 
I w ay to tim berlands. 
Oregon Sen. W ayne M orse has a 
bill in Congress to- provide $25,- 
000,000 
w orth 
of 
public 
access 
roads in big tim o er areas. 
The 
M orse bill has passed the Senate 
and is now before the House. And 
for the past y ear D ep artm en t of 
In terio r has been studying new 
regulations on th e use of roads 
through B ureau of L and M anage­ 
m ent acreage. 
W hat 'happens on

lands m ay set a p recedent for

available for it annually. 
In 1949, the authorization was 
increased to $150,000,000 a year.

amount for the year starting July 
1. 
Michigan and other states have 
planned their construction work 
on the basis of the higher figure.

committee approved the allotment 
of only $75,000,000. 
Michigan had been counting on 
about $5,000,000 in federal aid but 
would get only half of this if the 
additional $75,000,000 is not re­ 
stored.

CHICAGO— (SS)—Heating 
all 
buildings in a city district from a 
single plant, often called the cen­ 
tral heating system, is a growing 
business, the midwest Power Con­ 
ference was told here by G. D. 
Winans of Detroit. 
During the past few years, the 
position of the district heating in­ 
dustry has improved considerably, 
he said. 
This improvement has 
been due to a greater appreciation, 
on the part of the public, of the 
value of the service. 
It has also 
been due to the increased value or 
cost of the space occupied by in­ 
dividual heating plants in large 
buildings. 
Began In 1877 
The first recorded attempt to 
Heat several buildings in America, 
from a central source, was made 
in 1877, he stated. 
The real be­ 
ginning of the industry occurred 
in the early part of the present 
century. At that time there were 
a large number of small electric 
stations 
in 
operation, most of 
which discharged to the atmos­ 
phere the steam exhaust from 
their engines. 
It was to utilize 
this steam that the central heating 
systems were developed. 
The present electric plants are. 
In general, larger affairs, and they 
utilize the condensing type of 
electric generating plant. The de­ 
velopment of long distance elec­ 
trical transmission led to a con­ 
centration of electrical generation 
in large plants which utilize the 
former waste steam. Most central 
heating plants now use live steam 
direct from boilers. 
While many central heating sys­ 
tems are in use in residence dis­ 
tricts, the most satisfactory instal­ 
lations are in city business areas. 
It is a particularly favorable field. 
Mr. Winans declared, because of 
the high density of the load, mak­ 
ing it possible to deliver large 
quantities of steam with a rela­ 
tively small investment in distri­ 
bution pipes. 
The supply of steam to Indus­ 
trial plants for manufacturing uses 
gives promise of a great future 
development, he continued. Many 
industries have need for large 
quantities of heat in manufactur­ 
ing processes, and it Is sometimes 
more economical to purchase the 
steam, as they now do their elec­ 
tricity, from a public service com­ 
pany.

More Saving 


Business Methods’ 
Are Paying Off

W A S H IN G T O N 
— 
(N E A ) — 
Postmaster General Jesse M. Don­ 
aldson’s efforts to put the U. S. 
Post Office Department on a bus­ 
iness basis are at last beginning to 
pay off. 
Reorganization of 
the 
depart­ 
ment in line with Hoover 
Com­ 
mission recommendations got by 
without objection from 
Congress 
last year. 
M ajor 
administrative 
changes w ill take effect when the 
pew fiscal year begins next Ju ly 
I if Congress passes additional re­ 
organization legislation. 
The House has 
passed 
a 
bill 
which w ill increase all but first- 
class mail rates. If approved by 
the Senate, this w ill reduce the 
Post Office Department’s annual 
deficit of $550,000,000 
by 
about 
$130,000,000 a year and bring it a 
little closer to paying its own w ay 
as it goes. 
Finally, 
the 
Interstate 
Com­ 
merce Commission has just hand­ 
ed down a decision to try on 
its 
merits the U. S. railroads’ request 
for what amounts to a 95 per cent 
increase in pay for carrying 
the 
mail. This is a reversal of a pre­ 
vious IGC stand on this case. It is 
also a great victory for -the post­ 
master general, 
who 
has 
been 
fighting the railroads’ demand for 
more mail pay without hearing. 


Donaldson Gets His W ay 
The postmaster general put his 
foot down and said “ No ” He de­ 
manded a cost study to justify the 
railroads’ demands. The railroad 
presidents fought him on that, too, 
but he won out. A survey of some 
10,000 
railw ay 
stations 
where 
mail is handled was made and the 
results of that study are now be­ 
ing examined by the railroads and 
the P. O. Department. 
W hen the railw ay mail pay case 
goes to trial in September before 
the ICC, it will be on tile basis of 
these cost studies. The 
railroads 
and the government have agreed 
to exchange their data before the 
trial begins. So the 
proceedings 
should be completed 
before 
the 
end of 1950. 
There is no 
doubt 
about 
the 
railroads getting something more. 
There has been no 
increase 
in 
mail pay rates for 25 years. In the 
interval, the character and 
vo l­ 
ume of the mail 
have 
changed, 
labor costs have increased and so 
have operating costs in 
railw ay 
terminals. But what the railroads 
w ill be paid in the future w ill be 
based on actual costs of operation, 
and not on guesswork. 
W hat the cost surveys are 
ex­ 
pected to reveal are 
where 
the 
railroads and the government are 
wasting money by inefficient ope­ 
ration. For instance', in the New 
York, Boston and other metropoli­ 
tan areas, there is no 
sense 
in 
trucking mail to the railroad ter­ 
minal, loading it 
on

cars,

suburbs, unloading it, trucking it

distributing it. Great savings arc 
anticipated by truck route opera- 
t Ons from post office to post of­ 
fice. 


Another W ay to Cut Down 


Sim ilarly, tile railroads’ present

Over the past 20 
years this movement of empties

Over-Age Labor 


Offers Problem 


Prejudice Against 
Oldsters In Industry

N E W Y O R K C IT Y — W ith 
a 
downward trend in the business 
cycle in the not too distant future, 
I am concerned about what w ill 
happen in the employment mar­ 
ket to workers over forty— to say 
nothing of those sixty-five years 
and older. Assuming our present 
attitude and policy toward men 
over forty continues, we w ill have 
a real social problem. 
One hundred years ago, we were 
a nation of youngsters 
in 
short 
pants. Our population is, however, 
gradually growing older. M ortali­ 
ty tables show that the average 
life expectancy has increased from 
about forty-eight years in 1900 to 
around sixty-five years in 1946. 
For example, the U. S. Bureau of 
Census reports indicate that at 
the turn of the century, only one 
in twenty-five persons was sixty- 
five or older, or about 4 per cent 
of the population. B y 
1940, the 
sixty-five and over group com­ 
posed almost 7 per cent 
of 
our 
population. The I960 census will 
probably reveal a good 9 lier cent 
of our population in 
this 
older 
bracket. 
Assuming normal fertility and 
mortality and 
with 
immigration 
laws remaining constant, this has 
serious possibilities. Add to this, 
those between the forty-five and 
sixty-five bracket, project to the 
year 2000, and you w ill find 40 
per cent of the population over 
forty-five! This maturing of our 
population is the result of advan­ 
ces in medical science, a declin­ 
ing birth rate, a m arkedly reduced 
number of young immigrants com­ 
ing into our country, higher liv ­ 
ing standards resulting in a less 
hazardous physical life, etc. 


Economic Problems 
There are already today a num­ 
ber of men over forty who are 
jobless and tramping the streets. 
The Forty Flus Club can give you 
some 
soul-shaking 
stories. 
In 
1900, 65 per cent of the men sixty- 
fivc or over were employed. In 
1949, there were but 45.6 per cent 
with jobs. This is largely the re­ 
sult of the so-called “ welfare leg­ 
islation” due to which em I oyers 
don't want to get loaded with old­ 
er men who demand more unem­ 
ployment insurance and who are 
more liable to accidents and sick­ 
ness. 
Back on the farm, 
the 
older 
worker could assume the role of 
manager and let younger hands do 
the more arduous tasks. The basic 
employment problem of old-age 
workers is something more than 
a problem of business cycles. It 
is the problem 
of 
the 
slowing 
down of physical and mental pow­ 
ers after forty: loss of dexterity, 
poor 
coordination, 
weakening 
eyesight, greater fatigue. But the 
conveyor belt continues to move 
just as fast 
whether 
you 
are 
young or old.

fluid in them can run low. 
Firemen often report that they I 
fight losing battles in homes where 
there are one or more extinguish­ 
ers. If they could be properly used 
within the first 
few im portant 
minutes of a fire usually damage 
would be slight. 
If you own a fire extinguisher, 
learn how to use it. 
Examine it 
regularly to see that it is in 
good 
repair. Every day more than 1000 
homes are partially or completely 
destroyed by fire. During 
1947 
alone fire cost the U. S. more than 
$700,000,000 in property damage. 
Worse than that is the tremendous 
loss of life because of fire-fighting 
ignorance.

Railway Locomotive 
Is Experiment 


CHICAGO— (SS.)—An experi­ 
mental 4,000-horsepower gas tu r­ 
bine locomotive is now under con­ 
struction by Westinghouse 
Elec­ 
tric Corporation, T. J. Putz of that 
company told the Midwest Power 
Conference here. The conference 
is sponsored by the Illinois In­ 
stitute of Technology. 
Another important development 
in railroad locomotives was dis­ 
cussed by Dr. 
J. I. 
Yellott, 
of 
Baltimore, who gave a progress 
report of coal-burning gas turbine 
locomotives. He is director of re­ 
search of the 
Locomotive 
De­ 
velopment Committee which in­ 
cludes representatives of 14 rail­ 
road and coal-producing compan­ 
ies. 
TTs© Liquid Fuels 
The Westinghouse gas turbine 
locomotive will use various types 
of liquid fuels ranging from light 
diesel oils to the heavier Bunker 
C oils. The coal-burning gas tur­ 
bine locomotive toward which the 
Baltimore group Is working would 
u§© pulverized bituminous coal in­ 
stead of atomized oils in it? com­ 
bustion chamber. 
Gas turbine engines are now 
widely in use in stationary 
in­ 
stallations. 
They are 
somewhat 
similar to the better known steam 
turbine but utilize high-pressure 
gases instead of steam. These gas­ 
es are directed against hundreds 
of fins on a shaft, causing 
rota­ 
tion. In addition to their economy, 
they use no water and are there­ 
fore of particular value for use 
where w ater is scarce, and 
even 
for use in mines. 
Similar to Diesels 
The gas turbines in the West­ 
inghouse locomotives will gener­ 
ate electricity 
for

driving 
power in the same way that diesel 
engines are now used.

States Geological Survey has just 
issued a new map of the falls re­ 
gion, and a comparison with the 
old map issued 50 years ago shows 
that the curve of the horseshoe 
has moved 300 feet up tile Niagara 
River and warped over 
to 
the 
right. 
The two maps show7 that there 
has been much less erosion of the 
American falls, which take only 
five per cent of the river’s water. 
However, where those falls wrere 
straight across 50 years ago, now' 
a slight dip has been eaten into 
the middle. 
This doesn’t really matter much 
because, the two maps show7, in 
another 350 years 
or so, 
there 
won’t be any American falls.

erosion of the Canadian horseshoe 
I falls continues at the same rate, 
j about the year 2300 they will be
